Regarding claims 11-16, reasons for allowance are as discussed in the previous Office 
action mailed on March 19, 2008. 

Regarding claims 17-21, claim 17 discloses a method for impedance matching in a write 
circuit comprising the step of providing at least one resistor between a control voltage and an 
interconnect for impedance matching to the interconnect and shunting using a transistor circuit 
for shunting at least a portion of the current that would otherwise pass through the at least one 
resistor during an overshoot mode, which is neither disclosed or an obvious variation of the prior 
art.
